try progresses slowly. Farmers 
are censured because they do not 
favor good road ' legislation or 
Tote large sums of money to build 
clay or macadam or gravel roads. 
They are called obstructionists 
and otlicr liurd luunep, but they 
do not seem to mind that and go 
on refusing to vote the money. ' 

The tronblp mainly lies in the 
great expense of Imrd roads. It 
costs all tiie way from $1,0(X) to 
$4,000 per mile to build macadam 
roads, tlie cost depend in;r on the 
lay of the laud and the cost of 
. material. 

(jity people want the hard 
streets of the oitiea and towns 
extended into the country. Farm- 
ers say tlicy cii'iiiot nfFord Ui pay 
the high tuxes necessary to build 
these expensive roadi. They can 
get alon^ without tbem, and they 
do— somehow. 

In many sections this contest 
between the city and country 
baslresiilted in the neglect of the 
dirrVoadn and public highways 
are growiag wane iaateiad of 
better. 

We believe if the movement to 
, force hard roada upon the farm- 
ers slinnM lie diverted info a cam- 
paign of education along the lines 
of improving our dirl roads, of 
illustrating; the value and com- 
fort of roads tiiat are i;ood most 
of tbe time and paiaable all of 
the time, doubtless the desire for 
good roads would be created and 
the movement wouM receive an 
impetus that would carry it far 
forward in the next ten years. 

It is necessary to move slowly 
ill irt cat reforms of this kind. A 
sudden jump from mudhnles to 
macadam is too ranch for the av- 
vrniic farmer to undertake ofT- 
hand. He shows alarm when it 
is poposed to spend $100,000 on 
his road direct in one year against 
91,000 the previouB year. He can 
not see where his |)roportional 
benefit comes in. He haa a iua> 
picion that hard roads are want- 
ed for Mio pleasure of the man 
with the automobile rather tht-n 
for the man with the load of hay. 
He therefore bristles up and 
votes against theappn^liriation. 

Dirt roads can be improved 100 
per cent without the spending o£ 
more money than is now being 
wasted upon them nnder our a' - 
tediluvian .road laws, provided 
niodern methods and . business 
He use are mixed in equal parts in 
the work. 

The organisation of road clubs 
to work in eo-operatioo with tbe 
state and townahip olBcials, tbe 
use of the modern road machines 
of the split log drag, plank
